the fire after them. In about five minutes 
j from the time I saw- the smoke, the flames 
! burst through the deck. It seemed as if the 
j means for extinguishing a fire had been neg- 
j lected, for they would not work. 

The flames kept coming forward every mo- 
j ment, and all pressed still closer to .the bows. 

I Ropes were now attached to the vessel and 
! thrown over the sides, to hold on to. Some 
I were so frightened that the moment the fire 
came near them they plunged wildly, over- 
» j board and were drowned. Others climbed 
j over and held on to the ropes as long as they 
could. They got exhausted and dropped off, 
1 singly and in pairs, and were lost.

Tlie Hand of God In tlio Rebellion. 

Those who believe in a Supreme Govern¬ 
ment of the universe, cannot resist the convic¬ 
tion that God is dealing with this nation in a 
manner that must be felt by every individual 
composing it. Looking back upon the past, 
to the time when a proud city rose upon the 
plain of Sliinah, the reader of history cannot 
fail to trace the hand of Providence through 
the rise and fall of empires and kingdoms 
down to the present time. It is now our turn 
to feel the presence of that Hand moving the 
hearts of the people in a fratricidal strife, the 
equal of which has not been known to mod¬ 
ern history. Though terrible and deadly the 
contest, though fearful to contemplate, let us 
consider whether the nation does not deserve 
U. 

For more than eighty years we have been a 
growing and prosperous people. From a small 
republic bordering the Atlantic coast, we have 
stretched forth our hands across the plains of 
the West, until we have grasped the shores of 
the Pacific, three thousand miles away. Cities 
and towns have risen as if by magic ; industry 
has been rewarded by wealth; and palaces 
have risen upon the sites of hovels and cabins 
reared by our forefathers. We have also 
grown proud and haughty, defying the world 
and boasting of our strength and greatness.— 
In addition to this, as a nation, we have be¬ 
come wickedly corrupt. No government on 
the face of the earth has degenerated more rap¬ 
idly. It has been entrusted to men of vile 
character, of evil passions, and Godless hearts. 
High positions have been occupied by those 
whose sole aim was to gain wealth. States¬ 
men have sold their integrity to soulless con¬ 
tractors ; and even while the Government tot¬ 
tered upon its foundation, men, having in 
charge the weighty responsibilities of the hour, 
seized upon the peiilous occasion to rob 
the treasury. Wickedness of every shade has 
held high carnival at the capital. It has been 
the abode of traitors, thieves, robbers, adulter¬ 
ers, and murderers. While flesh and blood 
have been sold upon the auction block, within 
hearing of the nation’s Senate, other crimes, 
no less repulsive to Christian virtues, have 
stalked abroad at noon-day. The gold ob¬ 
tained in positions of trust and honor has 
been squandered at the gambler’s board or in 
dens of more licentious repute.

Rome, seat¬ 
ed upon her seven hills, and mistress of the 
worldj.never witnessed baser crimes than have 
transpired at our own capital. But judg¬ 
ments, which sooner or later overtake the 
wicked, have at length fallen upon us. 

“The mill of God grinds slow, but it grinds 
fine.”" This nation is now cast into the hop¬ 
per, and the ponderous wheels of judgment 
are grinding us to powder. We may come 
out purer and better than before, but not till 
we have felt the heavy weight of the punish¬ 
ment we merit. There can be no greater judg¬ 
ment inflicted upon a nation than civil war.— 
It comes home to every hearthstone, to every 
heart. This infliction is upon us. Our strong 
and defiant Government seems paralyzed be¬ 
fore a handful of its own subjects whp have 
risen in rebellion, and other nations look on 
with derision. Are we to be humiliated, as a 
nation, still lower ? Is the Government estab¬ 
lished by oui fathers to be overthrown by their 
children ? Are we to witness more bloodshed, 
more homes and villages laid waste and ruin¬ 
ed ? Is this civil strife to go on till our Gov¬ 
ernment is crushed and we have become a na¬ 
tion only in name ? No one can tell! We 
can only trust that the Disposer of events will 
deal with us for ultimate good and the good 
of future generations.

A dispatch lrom Gen. Kelley, received at 
Wheeling, Ya., on Tuesday, says he was at¬ 
tacked by the rebel guerrillas under Jenkins 
and Imboden, the same who made the raid on 
Buckhannon and Weston, and that hs defeat¬ 
ed them, killing and capturing several of their 
number.

The Indian War in Minnesota. —The sav¬ 
ages in Minnesota are still active. Advices 
from Fort Ridgeley to the 4th inst. state that a 
small party of infantry and cavalry had been 
attacked by 250 Indians, eighteen miles from 
that post. The party held out until reinforced 
by Col. Sibley, when the Indians were driven 
off. Thirteen whites were killed and forty- 
seven wounded in this affair. The Indians are 
also threatening Fort Abercrombie. 


Untrue. —The stories alleging that consid¬ 
erable quantities of our quartermaster’s and 
commissary’s stores fell into the hands of the 
rebels in the course of our late retrogadc 
movement are untrue. With the exception of 
fifty thousand rations that they captured at 
Manassas, no other provisions fell into their 
hands. They also took forty-eight wagon 
loads of hospital stores, the bulk of them be¬ 
ing whiskey only, an article very much need¬ 
ed by the rebels. 

Arundance of Arms. —The National Intel¬ 
ligencer of Washington says that the War 
Department has arms in readiness for all the 
troops which have so far been mustered into 
service ; and its arrangements for the future 
ensure a full supply as more troops take the 
field. There is no foundation for thc reports 
that there is a scarcity of arms, and that the 
Department will therefore be forced to pay 
high prices. 

Drafting in New Jersey. —The draft is 
now in progress in some of the counties of 
New Jersey which have not filled their quotas- 
It is not, however, designed to put any draft¬ 
ed men in the field for the present. Time will 
be given for the various counties to volunteer 
their quotas, which, if filled, will render the 
draft informal and of no effect.

Drake, 
also respectably connected, was induced to 
take an evening ride with him, during which 
Drake administered to her a drug, for crimi¬ 
nal purposes. After suffering such agony that 
her screams were heard wherever they passed 
along, she was, at a late hour, taken to her 
home by the villain, in a speechless condition. 
She died in a few hours, without regaining 
her powers to speak to her grief-stricken 
friends. 

Gen. Hunter's Emancipation Order still 
in Force.— Gen. Hunter has never received 
any official notification of the President’s dis¬ 
avowal of the celebrated General Order No. 
11, issued by him on the 9th of May last. 
This being the case that order declaring free 
nil persons in Georgia, Florida and South 
Carolina heretofore held as slaves, is still in 
full force, and is still acted upon in the de¬ 
partment of the South. 

Ohio. —The draft has been postponed till 
the 16th in Ohio. For the new regiments 
there are wanted about two thousand men, 
and for the old regiments about twenty-one 
thousand men, or in all about twenty-three 
thousand. The Governor thinks they can be 
raised without a draft. 

Cannon Captured dy the Rebels. —There 
is some discrepancy in the account of the 
number of cannon lost by Gen. Pope’s army, 
one account 6tating the number at 30, and 
another at 50. The Richmond papers claim 
to have taken 80. 

Col. Webster. —The funeral of Col. Fletch¬ 
er Webster, who was killed at the late battle 
of Bull Run, took place in Boston, on Tues¬ 
day. He was interred at Marshfield.

The great 
want was food for the sufferers* Some of the 
wounded had not tasted food for four days, 
and they were completely exhausted; and 
some died of hunger, in addition to wounds 
and loss of blood. It is represented as being 
horrible to witness the agonies of these men 
and be unable to give them food. About four 
hundred men were saved by these noble labor¬ 
ers, and sent to the railroad station, thence to 
Alexandria. It is now thought that our entire 
loss, during the last two weeks, will not ex¬ 
ceed 8000, viz: 6000 killed and wounded, and 
2000 prisoners, and that the whole rebel loss 
is not over 10,000, 

City Point, near Richmond, has been de¬ 
stroyed by our gunboats. It was made a place 
of ambush by thc secessionists; whereupon, 
Com. Wilkes smashed it to pieces. Would 
that he could get Richmond under his guns, 
and smash that, too ! 

A dispatch from Fortress Monroe, of Sept. 
5th, says there is a report there that the “New 
Merrimac” has come down the James River 
from Richmond, and is now in sight of our 
flotilla near Newport News. Two other arm¬ 
ed vessels are also reported to have come down 
with her. 

The Charleston papers complain of dep¬ 
redations by guerrillas at places which even 
the Yankees respected. It is a hard case, bus 
one would think that South Carolina might be 
quiet. 

Prizes. —Therebels are losing ships and car¬ 
goes sufficiently fast now-a-days to furnish 
foreign shipyards and exotic rebellion sympa¬ 
thizers with employment for some time to 
come. The United States steamer Hatteras 
has captured the.schooner Josephine, while 
trying to run the blockade of Berwick Bay, 
laden with cotton for Havana. The Bienville 
captured on the 21st ult., near Charleston, the 
schooner Eliza, from Nassau, with salt and 
cereals on board, and the Stars nnd Stripes, on 
the 24th ult., laid hands on another lady 
schooner, the Elizabeth, also from Nassau* 
laden with salt and fruit. 


New Scheme. —Eli Thayer has a new 
scheme in his line, which is the colonization 
of the South with armed Yankees. He pro¬ 
poses to begin with Florida, where there are 
11,000,000 «crcs of unappropriated lands.— 
He will need a colony ol alligators; nothing 
else can live there. Had we not better sub¬ 
due the rebels before we talk of colonizing 
their States ? _

Garibaldi Caftured. —Garibaldi, the Ital¬ 
ian Liberator, who set out on a mad enter¬ 
prise against Rome, has heen defeated and 
captured, and the fires which 60 recently 
threatened to enflame all Europe, are suddenly 
quenched. He is sent a prisoner to Spezzia. 

“The Commonwealth" is a new newspaper 
published in Boston, by J. M. Stone. Dr. 
Stone is so well known that it needs no ex¬ 
planation to say that his paper, like himself, 
is ver£ decided. 

Not Killed. —Col. Clark, of Amherst, was 
not killed in the late fight before Washington, 
as reported last week. He is alive and well. 


Our Quota. —Pulmer has 39 accepted men, 
organized into a company, and ready to go in¬ 
to camp. Our quota is said to be but 17, the 
town having previously furnished 124 men. It 
is a question of considerable debate whether 
the town shall pay more than 17 men the §150 
bounty, and if it will pay but 17 who of the 39 
shall be paid? In the matter of dollars and 
cents it will make §3300 difference in favor of 
thc town if it pays only what our quota is rep¬ 
resented to be.

sas, he telegraphed in the name of Gen. Pope’s 
Chief of Staff to the proper officer in Wash¬ 
ington, requesting him to send to the Junc¬ 
tion a large supply of shelter tents and har¬ 
ness for artillery horses. The order was 
promptly tilled, and the rebels were soon glad¬ 
dened by the appearance of a train loaded 
with what they wanted. 


The Blockade. —The blockade at Mobile is 
said (by a New Orleans correspondent) to be 
no longer practically in force.

THE LATEST AVAR NEWS. 

UNION YICTOniES AND REBEL DEFEATS. 

The clouds of darkness which have for j 
months hung over the Union cause, begin to | 
break away, and we can see daylight in the 
opening. The tide of disasters which have 
overtaken us now turns, and is sweeping away 
the rebels. Our last week’s report found the 
rebels advancing upon Pennsylvania, upon the 
Hagerstown road. They evacuated Frederick, 
and took up a strong position nine miles dis¬ 
tant. Our forces overtook them on Sunday 
and a desperate fight ensued, 'lhc divisions 
of Gens. Hooker and Reno, forming the right 
flank of our army, carried the heights by 
storm, gaining the crest of the hill. The cen¬ 
ter and right, commanded by Gen. Franklin, 
was also successful, the rebels being driven 
from Turner’s Gap, a pass between the moun¬ 
tains. This success completed the discomfit¬ 
ure of the rebels, who became panic stricken 
and fled towards the Potomac. Gen. Lee was 
wounded, and Gen. Garland killed. Our 
troops pursued the enemy as fast as possible. 
Gen. Hooker captured over a thousand pris¬ 
oners, and Gen. Lee, it is said, places his own 
loss at 15,000, and is represented to have said 
that he was shockingly whipped. Near the 
close of the engagement, Gen. Reno was kill- 


From Our Own Correspondent, 

Leesboko, Md., Sept, 10th, 1802. 

As the good people of your vicinity feel a 
lively interest in the movements of the Mass. 
36lh regiment, I herewith give you a hurried 
description of our journey hither. We left 
Worcester Tuesday noon, and arrived in Bos¬ 
ton ubout three v. m. The tine steamer Mer- 
rimac, with the 20th Maine regiment on board, 
lay ready to receive us at Battery Wharf; but, 
although embarkation commenced at once, 
owing to the dense crowd and want of accom¬ 
modation, it was past 10 o’clock when the rear 
of our regiment reached the steamer’s deck.— 
At 5 a. m., Wednesday, the Merrimac got un¬ 
der weigh, and proceeded on her course to Al¬ 
exandria, at which city we arrived on Satur¬ 
day afternoon, after a pleasant passage of near¬ 
ly four days,

There has been a terrible battle near Sharps- 
bnrg, Md., lasting two or three days. It com¬ 
menced on Sunday, and culminated in a desperate 
struggle on Wednesday. This is reported to be 
the bloodiest battle of the whole war. Our loss in 
killed and wounded is placed at 10,000. Gen. 
Mansfield was killed, and Gen. Hooker was 
wounded in the ankle. Gen. Duryea was also 
wounded. The rebels held possession of Harper’s 
Ferry at last accounts, and Jackson had joined 
Lee with his army. The contest was undecided 
on Wednesday, although McClellan claims a vic¬ 
tory. Both armies rested on Thursday, but an 
early renewal of the conflict was expected. The 
rebels are determined to fijht to the last and 
maintain their position in Maryland. Several of 
our new regiments took part in the fight, and be¬ 
haved splendidly.

easiness—and no little swearing. Much ex¬ 
citement existed at Alexandria, on account of 
the close proximity of rebel forces. Troops, 
were constantly arriving and departing, and 
the Potomac was filled with Government ves¬ 
sels, conveying munitions of wur to the vari¬ 
ous military depots on the river. Sunday 
morning we were transferred to the steamer 
"City of Norwich,” and taken to Washington, 
where we were disembarked at noon, and 
marched to a small field near the Navy Yard, 
to rest and await orders from headquarters.— 
Here we were obliged to pass the night, with¬ 
out tents; yet,’though our blankets were well 
saturated with dew, we slept quite comforta¬ 
bly. Monduy we received our tents, which 
are made to accommodate two men, and so j 
constructed that each man carries half of his 
tent in his knapsack. We were obliged to re¬ 
main in Washington until yesterday morning, 
when we took up our inarch for Leesboro.— 
Those who have never marched 12 miles! 
through clouds of suffocating dust, beneath a 
boiling sun, with a weight of over sixty 
pounds attached by galling straps, can hardly 
appreciate our "pheelinks.” The innumera¬ 
ble army wagons and cavalry men passing 
nearly blinded us with clay dust, which was 
almost "shoe-deep in the road. Although we 
stopped several times to rest, many were 
obliged to fall out of the ranks along the way. 
We halted for an hour at Bright wood, where 
the 10th formerly encamped. Here, a Penn¬ 
sylvania regiment was engaged in building a 
fort, and felling the trees within range of its 
heavy guns. We expected to find Burnside at 
Leesboro, but he left Tuesday, with a part of 
his division. It is probable we shall push on 
after him, though, of course, we know nothing 
of our future movements. There are many 
regiments encamped about us; and artillery, 
cavalry, and infantry, ura continually passing 
by us. . 


Srenins of Conquest! 

In the flush of victory, the Confederate lead¬ 
ers have been dreaming of conquests which, 
heretofore, they had never thought of. If in¬ 
vasion proved all they had anticipated, there 
would be no pause in the onward march of the 
rebels till the entire North should be conquer¬ 
ed. Then, instead of an independent Govern¬ 
ment, the Federal power would be over¬ 
thrown, and that inaugurated by the rebels es- 
States. The rich cities 


Fighting, at the same time, was going on at 
Harper’s Ferry, the gallant Col. Miles, with a 
small force, holding out till Monday against a 
large force of rebels, when he surrendered, 
with about 6000 troops. The cavalry escaped, 
and, in retreating, captured an ammunition 
train of the rebels, consisting of fifty wagons.

tablisiied over all th' 
and communities of the North would be taxed 
to pay the expenses of the war, and abolition¬ 
ists would be treated as criminals. We get 
many hints of such intentions from the South¬ 
ern papers, while Northern secessionists inti¬ 
mate as much. The Richmond Examiner ap¬ 
proaches the matter in this way :— 

"l'he only terms which the Confederate 
States can accept will be the immediate recog¬ 
nition of the present Confederate States, and 
the permission to the other States to elect their 
own destiny, and to decide whether their fu¬ 
ture shall be with the Confederate States or 
with the United States. We are of the opin¬ 
ion that the principle of election should be ap¬ 
plied, not only to the border slave States, but 
to each and all of the remaining United States. 
Not that any of the Northern States are want¬ 
ed in the Confederacy, but as an acknowledg¬ 
ment of the right of secession—for which this 
war has been waged. The peace which ends 
this war should acknowledge the ends for 
which ;t was fought, and apply its principles 
to each and all of the United States. 

The earnest desire of the people of the Con¬ 
federate States for peace is known to the 
North. Whenever the United States are pre¬ 
pared to have peace, it can be obtained upon 
proper terms. In the meantime, our armies 
will speedily approach the enemy's territory, 
and be prepared to aid all peaceably disposed 
persons and communities, by cooperating 
against the enemy’s forces.” 

Now, the real danger seems to be, not that 
of a permanent division of the Union, but a 
conquest of the whole. The idea of over¬ 
throwing the Lincoln Government, and estab¬ 
lishing one claiming to be truly constitutional, 
and restoring unity to the divided States, is 
gradually insinuating itself among the people 
of the loyal North. A Washington corres¬ 
pondent of the New York Herald says : 

"From several sources it has been intimated 
that the rebels are anxious to abandon the in¬ 
dependent nationality programme, and to pro¬ 
claim themselves the friends of the Union and the 
Constitution. It was reported, a few days ago, 
that the rebel army, under Stonewall Jackson, 
upon touching the soil of Maryland, laid aside 
the Stars and Bars and raised the Stars and 
Stripes, and announced that they were coming 
to restore the old Union as it teas, and support the 
old Constitution. A gentleman, who is report¬ 
ed to entertain secession proclivities, who has 
recently been a prisoner on the other side of 
the line, speaks of a conversation with an of¬ 
ficer of the rebel army, in which he was con¬ 
fidentially informed that the purpose of the

Another battle was fought at Burkitsville, 
near Sharpsburg, Md., on Tuesday, which 
lasted till darkness set in.

The fight was renewed 
on Wednesday morning, both sides having 
been largely reinforced during the night. The 
battle raged furiously, and the loss was seVere 
on both sides. Gen. Longstreet was killed, 
and Gen. Hill, and Howell Cobb of Ga., were 
captured.

Subtract the number sent, 
and the number now to be raised will be the 
result.

LETTER FROM THE ARMY. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Camp f osteu, Shartsdc bo. Md., ) 
September 22, 1862. J 
The 36th regiment reached this place yes¬ 
terday afternoon, and is now in camp, await¬ 
ing further orders. Since last writing you 
we have done some tall marching, the dis¬ 
tance^ from Washington, by our route, being 
over To miles. Although we have not yet 
had an engagement with “secesh,” we have, 
’ nevertheless, acquired considerable insight 
into the realities of war. We have viewed 
the battle-fields of Frederick City, South 
Mountain, Keedysville, Sharpsburg,' and oth¬ 
ers of less notoriety; have seen the prisoners 
paroled by Jackson at the capture of Har¬ 
per’s Ferry, and .hundreds of ragamuffin reb¬ 
els taken by Burnside; have cast a pitying 
glance upon the thousands of wounded, who 
throng the houses and barns, and line the 
roads everywhere in this vicinity, and, in fact, 
along our whole route; and have gazed with 
horror upon the countless slain, slaughtered 
in the terrible battle of Wednesday last, in 
I this neighborhood. We have heard' the roar 
of artillery several times while on the march, 
and its deep thunder infused new ardor into 
our souls, making us forget our weariness 
and press forward with alacrity in the direc-

"We seem to have conic almost to a stand 
still in the way of putting down the rebellion. 
It is useless to predict victories, or to promise 
great achievements within the next three or 
tix months. One thing, however, is certain; 
unless the Union army accomplishes some¬ 
thing within the next ninety days, it will do 
nothing for the next six months. The winter 
season of the South renders the roads unfit for 
military operations, and from the first of Jan¬ 
uary to the first of-Jday, our afmy can do lit¬ 
tle towards putting down the rebellion on 
land. With the new quotas in the field, we 
shall have 900,000 fighting men. Three hun¬ 
dred thousand of these cannot see service un¬ 
less they are employed between now and the 
first of January, as their term will expire in 
June, at a time when next year’s campaign 
will have but just commenced. If we cannot 
make any progress in putting down the rebel¬ 
lion now, the future must be exceedingly dark. 
The rebels cannot have more than 400,000 
men to meet our force of 900,000, and should 
they make a larger draft upon the South, their 
armies cannot be increased to more than 650,- 
000. To meet these, we have the best equip¬ 
ments, the most approved arms, the best fed 
and clothed soldiers. Within two months we 
shall have a number of iron-clad vessels suf¬ 
ficient to penetrftte the harbors of Charleston 
and Mobile, and every navigable river in the 
South. The cotton States can be overrun, and 
the slaves set at liberty ; but what is needed, 
to give our flagging cause more force than ev¬ 
erything else, is a gigantic march upon Rich¬ 
mond, and the overthrow of that rebel capital. 
If our forces can do that before winter, it will 
be but a comparatively small job to subdue the 
rest of the rebellious South. 

Losses in the Battles of Maryland.— 
Gen. McClellan has forwarded to Gen. Hal- 
leck a statement of the respective losses of the 
National and rebel armies in Maryland—the 
latter, of course, in a considerable measure 
based on conjecture. At South Mountain our 
loss was 443 killed, 1,806 wounded, and 76 
missing—total 2,325 ; at Antietam we had 
2,010 killed, 9,316 wounded, and 1,043 miss¬ 
ing-total 12,469 ; in both battles, 14,794.— 
Prom the best data attainable, Gen. McClellan 
concludes that the rebels lost in killed, wound¬ 
ed and missing at least 30,000 of their best 
troops. From the time our troops first encoun¬ 
tered the enemy in Maryland until he was driv¬ 
en back into Virginia we captured 13 guns, 7 
caissons, limbers, 2 field-forges, 2 caisson 
bodies, 39 colors, and 1 signal-flag. Probably 
about 15,000 small arms have been collected. 
We have not lost a single gun or a color. With 
such an enormous slaughter something more 
ought to have been gained than merely driving 
the enemy out of Maryland. Was that worth 
what it cost us ? The rebel army should have 
been annihilated. 

Beecher on the Country. —At the evening 
services of Henry Ward Beecher, in Brooklyn, 
last Sunday evening, he said the Constitution 
was a mere “sheepskin parchment,” and that 
“we are going to have the Union as it never 
was, but as it was meant to be. The Union 
as it was meant to be, and not as.it was, is to 
be our doctrine, because the Union as it was 
was a monstrous outrage on your rights and 
mine.” He also talked in this wise: “The 
North, too, is suffering to an extent to which 
she had winked at slavery for the sake of com¬ 
merce. When the North had paid two thou¬ 
sand million of taxes (and only just begun) he 
thought that the Lord would get back pretty 
much all the North made out of slavery. God 
is the great taxgatherer. He is out now, and 
He will have a good time.” (Great laughter.) 
If anybody but Beecher had said this, it would 
have been pronounced blasphemous. 

“Injun Talk.” —They talk "Injun” up in 
Minnesota in a way that is plainly understood. 
A few days ago a party of forty-two Chippe¬ 
wa warriors visited St. Paul to tender their 
services to Governor Ramsey to fight the Sioux. 
A correspondent of the New York Herald was 
in the Governor’s room at the capitol when a 
gentleman came in and announced that he had 
conducted a party of “braves” to the outskirts 
of the city, and desired to know what was to 
be done with them. The announcement was 
made and replied to something as follows :— 

Gentleman of the Indian Country—“Gov¬ 
ernor, I have just outside of the town about 
forty odd of your children, regular ‘braves,’ 
good fighters, all painted, and hungrier than 
damnation. What shall I do with ’em ?” 

Governor Ramsey (in his usual bland and 
winning style)—“Tote ’em in and feed ’em, 
and tell ’em their white father, with the great 
white war chief (General Pope) will come and 
counsel with ’em after they’ve had their grub.” 

Salt for the Richmonders. —The Rich¬ 
mond Dispatch states that the city of Rich¬ 
mond has contracted for twelve thousand bush¬ 
els of salt, which will be furnished to the 
householders of the city at five cents per 
pound, each householder being entitled, 
monthly, to one pound for each person in his 
family, including old and young, white and 
black, male and female. 

The Proclamation. —Ihe President’s eman¬ 
cipation proclamation is energetically dis¬ 
cussed by the newspapers. The leading news¬ 
papers of the border States regret the act of 
the President, yet reiterate sentiments of loy¬ 
alty. They think the next members of Con¬ 
gress should be elected with a view to their 
opposition to the proclamation. 

The address of the Governors of the loyal 
States to the President is published, and is a 
strong, patriotic document, pledging the faith 
and fidelity of the States to the administration

THE LATEST WAR. NEWS. 

The “quiet” on the Potomac has not recent-1 
ly been disturbed. Gen. McClellan's army is ! 
crossing over into Virginia, and we now hold | 
undisputed possession of Harper’s Ferry.— 
Both armies seem recruiting for another strug¬ 
gle. The rebel headquarters are at Winches- i 
ter, while McClellan’s are three miles from 
Hamper’s Ferry. Important army movements | 
are hinted at, but nothing definite of the in- j 
tentions of McClellan or Gen. Halleck is j 
known. The pickets of both armies occupy | 
both sides of the Potomac, and are in constant 
sight of each other, near Shephcrdstown, but, 
by common consent, they do not fire upon 
each other, as was formerly the uncivilized 
custom. 

Col. Farnsworth’s brigade of cavalry, ac¬ 
companied by two batteries, crossed the river 
on Monday, below Shepherdstown, and re¬ 
connoitred the country for a distance of five 
or six miles towards Winchester, the result , 
being the discovery that the enemy still holds 
his position near Winchester. A regiment of 
rebel cavalry was seen on the road from Shep- 
herdstown to Martinsburgh, but a collision 
did not take place. On the road to Winches¬ 
ter a number of the enemy’s wounded were 
taken prisoners and paroled. The Washing¬ 
ton Star, of Monday, says that two different 
corps, of 20,000 men each, left the fortifica¬ 
tions on Sunday night, going in different di¬ 
rections. This is in accordance with informa¬ 
tion received from other sources. The rebel 
army had better look to its communications. 

A railroad reconnoissance was made on 
Thursday, from Alexandria, as far as Bristow 
Station, on the Orange and Alexandria Rail¬ 
road. Much valuable property was recovered 
there, and brought back to Alexandria. Only 
eight rebel soldiers were found in the vicinity, 
and they were captured. It was ascertained 
from good authority that the rebels were run¬ 
ning trains regularly, night and day, to Cul¬ 
pepper, bringing supplies for the rebel army, 
which were conveyed in wagons from that 
place, by way of Sperryville and Front Royal, 
to Winchester. The Rapidan bridge has been 
rebuilt, and the Rappahannock bridge is near¬ 
ly finished. We think it probable that an ef¬ 
fort will soon be made to cut this stream of 
rebel supplies. 

at the west. 

Augusta, Ky., has been captured by the reb¬ 
els. It appears that the place was attacked by 
six hundred and forty mounted rebels, with 
two cannon, under command of a brother of 
the guerilla chief John Morgan. The Union 
forces, under Colonel Bradford, numbering one 
hundred and twenty men, took refuge in 
houses and fired from windows, killing and 
wounding ninety of the rebels. The rebels 
set tire to the houses, and two squares of the 
town were burned. Our loss was nine killed 
and fifteen wounded. The balance of our 
forces were taken prisoners. Subsequently, a 
Union force from Maysville intercepted and 
attacked the rebels, when they fled in a perfect 
panic. The result of the pursuit had not been 
learned up to the latest accounts. Humphrey 
Marshall and Kirby Smith were reported to be 
atCynthiana, marching towards Covington. 

An official dispatch to Gen. Halleck from 
Gen. Curtis, at St. Louis, under date of the 
28th inst., reports that Col. Guitar has cap¬ 
tured Major Wells, Captains Emery and Rob¬ 
inson, and Lieutenant Morrison, with several 
privates, and important correspondence of the 
rebels, and that he routed a party of some fif¬ 
ty guerillas, taking five prisoners, with a 
quantity of arms and horses, on the 25th inst. 

MISSOURI. 

A dispatch from Springfield, Mo., dated 
Friday, informs us that a portion of the rebel 
army, under Hindman and Rains, is now at 
Granby Mines, in Newton county, near the 
State line. This rebel force is said to number 
about 12 , 000 —a motley crowd, some of them 
well armed, but most of them bearing such 
weapons as could be gathered throughout Ar¬ 
kansas. Gen. Schofield, who now commands 
the National army of Missouri in the field, is 
preparing to march against them, and there is 
every reason to believe he will be successful, 
as his force is composed of the best troops in 
the State. 

other news. 

Gen. Morgan left Cumberland Gap, with all 
his force, about two weeks ago, and is sup¬ 
posed to be marching in a northeasterly direc¬ 
tion, so as to strike the Ohio somewhere near 
Portsmouth. He brought away all his artillery 
and stores, and blocked up the Gap with 
stones, so as to render it impassable. 

A Louisville dispatch says the rebel military 
officers enforce the conscription all around 
Lexington and other points occupied by them 
in Kentucky. The pontoon bridge connecting 
Louisville and Jeffersonville was completed 
on Saturday. 

Reports 6 tate that great damage has been 
done by the rebels to the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, between Harper’s Ferry and Wheel¬ 
ing. 

The rebels talk of freeing 400,000 slaves in 
Louisiana, and arming them against the North. 

Reports from Apalachicola say that two 
rebel iron-clad gunboats are nearly ready for 
sea, under the command of Catesby Jones, 
who says he will sink every gunboat on the 
Gulf coast. 

We get frequent hints of movements against 
Mobile and Charleston, and the public need 
not be surprised to hear of an attack on one 
or both places shortly. 

The rebel movement into Kentucky has been 
disconcerted by the effective strategy of that 
much abused officer, Gen. Buell. 

Tragedy in New York.—O n Sunday night, 
Mrs. Thompson, colored, cut the throat of her 
husband, Joseph Thompson, from ear to ear, 
causing almost instant death. Jealousy was 
the cause of this horrid tragedy. The parties 
lived in the “Arch,” a dilapidated edifice in 
Sullivan street. 

--- - - • 

Another Explosion. —An explosion took 
place at the arsenal in Columbus, Kentucky, 
on the 25th instant, destroying a large amount 
of ordnance stores and cotton. No lives were 
lost. One hundred thousand dollars worth of 
ammunition was destroyed. 

Cumberland Gap. —The Louisville Journal 
reports that Gen. Morgan has retreated from 
Cumberland Gap, and taken Richmond, Ky., 
with six hundred rebels and a large amount of 
stores. The report lacks confirmation. 

Trofhies of Victory. —Gen. Williams, of 
Gen. McClellan’s staff, says that we captured 
from thirty-five to forty thousand stand of 
arms, sixteen cannon, and thirty-five stand of 
colors, in the late battles in Maryland. 

Unfortunate. —A son of Geo. D. Pren¬ 
tice, of Louisville, who was a Lieut. Colonel 
in the rebel army, was fatally wounded in the 
recent battle at Augusta, and died soon after. 

Vermont Hor9ks. —The Secretary of the 
Vermont State Agricultural Society says that 
the number of horses in that State before the 
! rebellion was 55,000, since which Nearly 10,- 
I 000 have been carried away for army purposes.

We have before us a copy of the “Penfield 
Extra,” a small newspaper, about one-fourth 
as large as our own, published and edited by 
a little girl only twelve years of age. There 
is something remarkable in this little girl, and 
her energy of character and goodness of heart _ 
afford such an example for encouragement to 
other little girls, that we feel a pleasure in 
drawing attention to her and her little news¬ 
paper. “Little Nellie," as she styles herself, 
lives at Penfield, N. Y\, and is the daughter of 
an old printer who is infirm and blind. The 
motherless little girl, having learned the art 
of printing from her father, has set about pro¬ 
viding a living for herself and her younger 
sisters by publishing a small paper, which 
seems to meet with much encouragement, be¬ 
ing well filled with advertising, and having a 
circulation of nearly one thousand copies.— 
The price of the paper is only fifty cents a year* 
and when we consider that Nellie sets up all 
the type and writes its editorials, it is well 
worth the price as a curiosity. In a recent let¬ 
ter to the Scientific American the little girl 
gives us a sketch of her life :— 

“My father was an old printer, but becom¬ 
ing sickly and nearly blind, the type and press 
fell to me, as I was all the one that could use 
it, as I, from a very small child, would set 
and distribute type for diversion instead of 
playing with iny dolls. I now do all my own 
work except the presswork which I hire done. 
It is hard work, very true, but 1 think I hear 
in my dreams my mother whispering to me 
and saying, ‘My dear child, be of good cheer, 
and bring up your little sisters to lave Him who 
is a lamp to your feet and a guide to your path. 
He will make your burdens easy and cause you 
to have many friends upon this earth.’ ’’ 

Prof. Marsh, of Rochester, N. Y\, a photo¬ 
grapher, who takes an interest in “Little Nel¬ 
lie,” furnishes a photograph of the little edi¬ 
tress for 25 or 50 cents in postage stamps, 
which amount he contributes to the little or¬ 
phan. Many persons who wish to contribute 
their mite in aiding juvenile merit avail them¬ 
selves of the offer and receive in return a pho¬ 
tograph with a letter from the girl. In writ¬ 
ing of her picture she says :— 

“My photograph will not show you a richly 
clad lady, in her silks and jewels, but you will 
observe a little child in a ten-cent calico dress 
and a little crape sack, and I ain thankful that 
I am not proud or vain. As my picture shows 
a care-worn expression, many take me to be 
older than I am, consequently I would say 
I was born the 21st day of November, 1849. 

I wish to earn my Dread in the sweat of my 
face, and teach all other little girls to do like¬ 
wise. I do not claim that I am superior to 
other little girls of my age, providing they 
were forced to make use of all their mental 
powers at so young an age. Probably I have 
written more letters during the last month than 
many girls at eighteen years have written in 
all their life time; and by my receiving and 
reading so many letters I must necessarily 
learn how to wiite a business letter. I have 
letters from the highest officials of our nation, 
and I must answer them in some way, and 
many applaud me for writing 60 well, consid¬ 
ering my age.” 

As a sample of “Little Nellie’s” paragraph¬ 
ing in the Penfield Extra, we make one or tw o 
extracts. In the first is a sentiment that will 
come heme to many a heart:— 

“ ‘The heart may be deceitful, but yet be a 
heart.’ We have this fairly illustrate^ in this 
town. One mother in Penfield (whose name 
it is not proper to mention) says she has been 
cross and ugly to her husband, who has gone 
to the battle-field, and left at her control the 
price of his blood. Her prayers are now in 
tears, that God will rot punish her for her 
wickedness, and that He will suffer her hus¬ 
band a safe return, that she may get upon her 
knees and wash his feet. Would it not be well 
for our mothers all so to live, that w hen it was 
God’s pleasure to separate them from our kind 
fathers that their hearts could rest in peace ? 
We little consider the value of a father or a 
husband until we are deprived of their pres¬ 
ence. We little consider the trials and troubles 
that our fathers have to encounter, to procure 
food and raiment for our dear mothers and 
our little brothers and sisters. It is God’s 
will that we shall be very kind to them and 
make for them a heaven in our splendid dwel¬ 
lings : yea, in an humble cottage, and even in 
a log cabin.” 

Nellie’s pressman has left her, and she makes 
the announcement in the following happy man¬ 
ner :— 

“Our pressman, in the fear of being pressed, 
has volunteered his services to aid in pressing 
rebellion out of existence, and we expect he 
will soon press the hand of his sweetheart and 
bid us a short farewell, and press forward to 
relieve these who are now oppressed. He is a 
good boy, and takes with him our best wishes 
for a speedy and safe return. In parting with 
him we have made the largest sacrifice of any 
one in town. We spoke of our town being 
well represented two weeks ago, little thinking 
at that time that the war fever was catching 
and that our office was in danger, but as Uncle 
Sam’s pocket passed around they were allanx- 
ibus to get a fist in it, and our boy with the 
rest said that he had to “paddle his own ca¬ 
noe,” and $300 did not grow on every bush, 
and now he is preparing to bid us good-bye 
end skedaddle.

LETTER FROM CHARLESTOWN. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Charlestown, Oct. 8, 1862. 

The City As it Is—Peninsular and Neck— 

Breed’s Hill and Bunker Hill—The Monu¬ 
ment—Catholic Burying Ground, and Some 

Other Things of a Historical Nature. 

Charlestown is one of the oldest towns in 
the State. It is united to Boston by Charles 
River-bridge and Warren bridge, the avenues 
from which meet in Charlestown Square, an 
open space of two or three acres, regularly 
laid out soon after the opening of the town, 
in 1776, for the purposes of a market place.— 
The natural divisions of this town are distin¬ 
guished as Charlestown Peninsular and 
Charlestown Neck. These divisions are of 
very unequal sires. The peninsular, on which 
the town is principally built, is only about 
one mile and a quarter in length. The. tract 
beyond, the neck, is upwards of seven miles 
in length. The width varies from half a mile 
to a mile, in various parts of the town.— 
Charlestown Peninsular is about half as large 
as that on which Boston is situated. It has 
three principal hills, Bunker Hill. Breed's 
Hill, and the West Hill. Bunker Hiil is in 
the northeast part, and is the largest and high¬ 
est of the three. One of the principal streets 
runs over Bunker Hill, and one of the most 
expensive Catholic churches in the State is 
built on the top of Bunker Hill. The hill has 
been reduced from what it originally was, ex¬ 
cept a Catholic burying ground, which is some 
20 or 30 feet higher than the ground around 
it, and within a few feet of the church. An 
effort was made, some time since, not to have 
any more buried there, but it did not succeed. 
A short time since, the bank on the edge of 
the burying ground slid off, and exposed to 
view a great many qpftins, buried eight or ten 
deep, one above another in the same grave.— 
Breed’s Hill, on which was the battle of Bun¬ 
ker Hill, and where the monument is erected, 
is a little south of Bunker Hill. On the 17th 
of June, 1825, the corner stone of an obelisk 
was laid on the battle ground, by Gen. Lafay¬ 
ette, to commemorate the battle fought fify 
years before. The depth to which the corner 
stone was laid was found insufficient to resist 
the action of frost. It was taken up in 1827, 
and r^hid to a greater depth, and the base, 50 
feet in diameter, was completed. It consists 
of 80 courses of Quincy grnnite, each course 
2 feet 8 inches—220 feet high, and the highest 
of the kind in the world. The battle of Bun¬ 
ker Hill will render the heights of Charles¬ 
town objects of interest to generations yet un¬ 
born. 

It will be remembered that the people, fear¬ 
ing an intention on the part of the British to 
occupy the important heights at Dorchester 
and Charlestown, which would enable them to 
command the surrounding country, Co}. Pres¬ 
ton was detached, by his own desire, from the 
American camp at Cambridge, on the evening 
of the 16th ol June, 1775, with about 1000 
militia, mostly of Massachusetts, including 
120 men of Putnam’s regiment from Conn., 
and one artillery company, to Bunker Hill, 
with a view to occupy and fortify that post.— 
At this hill the detachment made a short halt, 
but concluded to advance still nearer the Brit¬ 
ish, and accordingly took possession of 
Breed’s Hill, a position wnich commanded the 
whole inner harbor of Boston. Then followed 
one of the most important battles of the Rev¬ 
olution. J. B. B. 

Parson Brownlow on the Proclamation. 
—Parson Brownlow made a characteristic 
speech at the Michigan State Fair on Thurs¬ 
day, last week. In the'eourse of it he said :— 

“Regarding Mr. Lincoln’s proclamation, I 
will say, that if he means to free the slaves ol 
rebels in arms, and pay loyal men for them, I 
am for it, out and out. (Enthusiastic ap¬ 
plause.) I think the proclamation well-timed 
and fortunate at this moment. If it had been 
a month or six weeks later the rebels would 
have made a proposition themselves to Eng¬ 
land to take their negroes and colonize them, 
and I thank God that Old Abe has taken the 
starch out of them. (Cheers.) 

“In conclusion, fellow-countrymen, I must 
stop, for ‘Richard is not himself again.' I wish 
to say to you all, ‘Stand by your Government, 
stand by the army and navy.’ The adminis¬ 
tration may err. Let us take them with all 
their errors. When we have got an honest 
President let us support him. Let us uphold 
our boys in the field.” 

The Capitol. —The work of preparing the 
Capitol for the next session of Congress will 
commence shortly. It is now in a filthy con¬ 
dition. The presence of so many soldiers has 
bred great quantities of vermin, which infest | 
the tine furniture of the place. Orders have 
been issued from the War Department to re¬ 
move the sick and wounded immediately; those 
who are able to travel being sent North, and 
the others being accommodated in the several 
hospitals of the city, where room can be made 
for them. A number have been sent off, and 
the total in the building at present is about 
eight hundred. 

Taxation of our Legislators. —A hand¬ 
some sum will be realized to the Government 
from the tax upon the salaries of members of 
the House of Representatives. Each member 
is taxed $6 a month, or $72 per year. The 
Speaker will he taxed $144. The next House 

will consist of 197 members and 7 delegate?_ 

in all 204. The aggregate amount realized will 
be $14,520 a year. The yearly amount of rev¬ 
enue derived from taxation of employes now 
in the House will be $7433,86, which will be 
augmented during the session by taxation up 
on salaries of additional employes. 

Taxation in Dixie. —The new revenue bill 
before the rebel Congress provides for the levy¬ 
ing, on the 1st of January next, a tax of one- j 
fifth the value of the products of the land for i 
the preceding year; one-fifth the value of the i 
increase of horses, asses, cattle, sheep and i 
swine ; one-lifth the products made in feeding 
the same; and one fifth the yearly income of 
each person. The rebels will pay dearly for 
their whistle.

On Thursday, Gen. Hancock’s division moved 
from Harper’s Ferry to Charlestown, driving the 
enemy from the place and capturing over 100 
wounded prisoners. The rebel steamer Alabama 
has captured and burned nine of our vessels re¬ 
cently, among them several whalers from New 
Bedford. 

THE WEEK’S WAR NEWS. 

Last week closed with the news that Stuart’s 
cavalry had made another of its exciting dashes 
—this time into Pennsylvania, having crossed 
the Potomac at Hancock without much oppo¬ 
sition. They visited Mercersburgh and Cham- 
bersburgh, destroying an immense amount of 
property,and exchanging their worn-out horses 
for good ones. They swept entirely around 
McClellan’s army, and escaped without oppo¬ 
sition. It was a daring raid, and blame is at¬ 
tached to the general commanding at Hagers¬ 
town for allowing the rebels to escape. 

A forward movement is again talked of, but 
we are not allowed to know when or where. A 
reconnoissance was made sixty miles into Vir¬ 
ginia the first of the week, resulting in the cap¬ 
ture of 100 prisoners. The country was alive 
with the enemy. Another reconnoissance made 
in front of Washington to Aldie and Middle- 
burg, discovered the enemy encamped within 
a mile of the latter place, to the number of 
10.000—artillery, cavalry, and infantry. A 
movement of the enemy towards Centreville is 
anticipated. 

The losses on both sides at Perrysville, Ky., 
are very large, but Bragg was clearly defeated. 
The rebel generals Cheatham and Polk are re¬ 
ported killed. 

The garrison at Nashville, Tenn., is in need 
of succor. The place is surrounded by rebel 
guerillas, who are committing all sorts of dep¬ 
redations. The National troops there are on 
half rations and provisions are held at fabulous 
prices. Forty of our foraging wagons were 
captured nine miles south of the city last week. 

We learn from Corinth that Gen. Grant on 
the 9th recalled Gen. Rosencrans from the pur¬ 
suit of Price’s army, and that he returned on 
the 10th, reporting the enemy’ dispersed, de¬ 
moralized, and incapable of further mischief. 
They spiked and abandoned eleven cannon ; 
three caissons were destroyed, and most of their 
ammunition and baggage trains captured. The 
victory appears to have been one of the cleanest 
of the war._

For County Committee the fol¬ 
lowing from this vicinity are appointed : S. M. 
Brown of Brimfield, J. S. Loomis of Palmer, 
David Jones of Ludlow, L. M. Hancock of 
Wilbraham, F. Bush, A. N. Merrick, and H. 
Lee of Springfield. 

Drafting in Boston. —Drafting in Boston 
commenced on Wednesday. There were over 
2000 men needed to fill the quota of that city. 
Some of the most prominent men have been 
drafted. The draft in this county has been 
postponed from day t© day, in order to ascer¬ 
tain how many volunteers each town has fur¬ 
nished. 

Fire in Brookfield. —Owing to the break¬ 
ing of a fluid lamp in a house at North Brook¬ 
field, Tuesday evening, the town house build¬ 
ing and one or two other buildings were de¬ 
stroyed by fire, involving a loss of about $40,- 
000. T'ne savings bank was destroyed, and all 
the town records. 

Suicide. —Mr. Thomas C. Allen, a highly 
esteemed citizen of New Bedford, committed 
suicide -the other morning by hanging. The 
deceased was about fifty years of age, a har¬ 
ness maker by trade, and for some months past 
has been laboring under a depression of spir¬ 
its. He leaves a widow and four children. 

—Gen. McClel¬ 
lan informed the war department that not one 
of the rebels who made a pleasure tour into 
Pennsylvania should escape, but every one of 
them did, by going entirely around the union 
army, and carrying off whatever they wanted. 

Big Oxen. —Capt. Frank Hurd, of North 
Berwick, Me., has a pair of oxen, raised to¬ 
gether from calves, seven years old, weighing 
respectively 4210 and 4120 pounds. The girth 
of the largest is nine feet six inches. This is 
the largest pair of oxen in New England. 

Shocking. —One of the boilers in the Tewks¬ 
bury State Almshouse exploded on Tuesday 
morning, tearing one end of the building out, 
killing six inmates and severely injuring nine¬ 
teen others. The accident cannot be accounted 
for. Three others have since died. 

Fatal Accident. —Philo W. Chaffee of Ox¬ 
ford was killed while walking on the Norwich 
and Worcester Railroad track about two miles 
from Worcester, on Saturday, by being run 
over by a train of cars. The deceased was 
deaf, and did not hear the whistle. 

The Poughkeepsie Eagle tells of a drunk¬ 
en woman who was found by a police officer 
in that village a day or two ago with a dead 
cat in her arms, and the two legged brute had 
gnawed off the nose of her four legged victim. 

Well Done.— It is stated that Illinois has 
raised 12,000 men over and above the quotas 
demanded of the State. Kansas has raised 
11,000 men, which number constitutes one- 
ninth of her entire population. 

Contrabands.—A Port Royal letter says 
that contrabands are still coming in. There is 
no cessation in the stream constantly and reg¬ 
ularly arriving. It is-thought the arrivals are 
greater in numher just now than hitherto. 

The democrats of the Tenth Congression¬ 
al district have nominated Chester W. Chapin 
of Springfield for representative to Congress. 


Tenth Annual Exhibition of the East¬ 
ern Hampden Agricultural Society, 

at Palmer. 

TUESDAY—FIRST DAY. 

A dark, foggy, cloudy morning betokened a 
wet, disagreeable day for the opening exhibi¬ 
tion. Streets were wet and muddy, rendering 
it unpleasant to all fair goers, or goers to the 
Fair. Before noon, however, the clouds and 
fog drifted up the hills and mountains, reveal¬ 
ing blue streaks of sky above, and at length 
the sun shone out warm and pleasant, gilding 
the gorgeous hues of the outumn forests with 
a richer splendor, and filling the world with 
loveliness— 

“That loveliness ever in motion, which plays 

In the light upon Autumn’s soft, shadowy days ; 

Now here and now there, giving warmth asit flies 

From the lips to the check, frurn the cheek to the 
eyes.” 

It was late before indications of the exhibi¬ 
tion began to show themselves, but before the 
sun had reached its meridian a respectable 
gathering of people and animals on the Park 
gave evidence that the show had commenced. 

The collection of cattle was quite large, 
while the quality, in breeds and condition, was 
a little ahead of those exhibited by the society 
in previous years. Monson and Palmer fur¬ 
nished town teams, the former 29 yokes and 
the latter 16. 

The show of bulls eclipsed everything in the 
bull line that has ever been 6een on tlis Park. 
They embraced about every grade in breed and 
age, from the three months bull to old Taurus 
himself, from the State Almshouse, who seem¬ 
ed to be the father of all the bulls present.— 
Among them was a grade Durham, owned by 
C. W. Hastings of Palmer, 25 months old, 
weighing 1538 lbs. Mr. Hastings had this an¬ 
imal’s mother on exhibition, a nice cow, weigh¬ 
ing 1690 lbs. R. R. Rogers, of Monson, also 
had a bull 2 years of age, weighing 1540 lbs. 

There were several good specimens of fat 
cattle. H. A. Rindge, of Monson, furnished 
a steer weighing 1850 lbs., and Silas Billings, 
of Ludlow, had the finest pair of fat oxen on 
the ground. 

Several herds of fine blood cattle were no¬ 
ticed with admiration. To this department, 
J. S. Blair of Brimfield, D. B. Merrick of 
Wilbraham, and David Knox of Palmer, con¬ 
tributed. There was a good show of cows, 
heifers, and calves. A. N. Merrick of Brim¬ 
field exhibited fine specimens of Ayershire, 
Duchess, Durham, and Hereford breeds. So 
did George E. Tucker of Monson, A. V. 
Blanchard of Palmer, S. C. Herring of 
Brimfield, Gherman Converse of Monson, and 
others. S. Rogers of Palmer had a couple of 
twin Durham calves, whose fine appearance 
attracted universal attention. 

Col. Isaac King and J. K. Knox of Palmer 
exhibited flocks of sheep, while other speci¬ 
mens were 6hown by D. B. Merrick of Wil¬ 
braham, A. N. Merrick of Brimfield, and A. 
H. Maxwell of Palmur. There never was a 
better show of sheep by the society. 

Fine litters of pigs were shown by S. M. 
Bliss, A. R. Murdock jr., of Palmer, and R. 
Jencks of Belchertown. The latter exhibited 
a sow with 10 pigs, that had had, in nine lit¬ 
ters, 133 little squealers. The Antique House 
was represented by a big boar and a large fam¬ 
ily of his progeny. 

. The plowing match was participated in 
by four ox teams and one horse team. The 
plowing was rather shallow, but well done. A 
side hill plow, and a cylinder pattern, owned 
by J. K. and Col. Knox, did their work ex¬ 
ceedingly well. The drivers did their best, 
and several patches were well plowed in a very 
short time. 

Next came a trial of backing a cart heavily 
loaded with stones. Eight or ten yoke of ox¬ 
en tried their hands, or necks, at it, and, so far 
as we could judge, did the thing handsomely. 

The formation of town teams completed the 
exhibition of cattle, when the track was clear¬ 
ed, and the remainder of the day was spent in 
promiscuous driving of horses around the 
course.. In several trials of speed, J. \V. 
Weeks, of the Nassowanno House, led all oth¬ 
ers. 

The exhibition of poultry was never better, 
so far as fine specimens were concerned. D. 

B. Merrick of Wilbraham, as usual, exhibited 
a fine collection. A. N. Merrick of Brimfield 
successfully competed with him in this depart¬ 
ment, by exhibiting beautiful specimens of 
Erabden geese, black Spanish fowls, Dorkings, 
Guinea hens, and turkeys. A. R. Murdock 
jr. showed a turkey large ^enough to make a 
thanksgiving dinner for a regiment, while 
Master Eugene Bosworth exhibited a pair of 
milk white rabbits.

THE FAIR. 

The Fair at the church vestry was not lar^l, 
nor largely attended on the first day. Almost 
every department had its representatives, and 
there was real merit in most of the articles.— 
There was an excellent show of vegetables, ce¬ 
reals, and fruit, but as everybody has fruit 
this year it is unnecessary to praise it. The 
principal contributors in the way of vegetables 
were A. R. Murdock jr.,of Palmer, who had 
150 varieties of potatoes, and other articles too 
numerous to mention, Wm. H. H. Lyman, S. 

C. Herring, and A. N. Merrick, of Brimfield, 
Col. E. Turner of Palmer, and A. Rogers of 
Monson. 

Among the specimens of fruit there were 
33 varieties of pears, contributed by Leander 
Wetherell of Boston ; also some which weigh¬ 
ed a pound each, by J. A. Squier, and grapes 
by Mrs. Wm. C. Child and J. Ai Hall of Pal¬ 
mer. A. R. Murdock jr., of Palmer, and S. 
C. Herring and C. P. Collis of Brimfield fur¬ 
nished large collections. 

There was but one entry of cake and one of 
bread. The show of" butter was good, and 
that of cheese large. Attached to these were 
the familiar names of those who always excel 
in this department. One entry of honey and 
half a dozen of domestic wines ornamented 
the tables, but the greatest ornaments were 
comprised in the handiwork of the ladies, who 
filled one table with beautiful and ingenious 
j specimens of embroidery, crochet, and fancy 


work. Mrs. M. K. Chapman furnished sever¬ 
al specimens of wax flowers which were very 
beautiful; also a carriage blanket, designed 
with national emblems, hair work, and em¬ 
broidery. Among other contributors of ele¬ 
gant needle-work.'we found the namesof Mrs. 
C. A. King, Mrs. J. D. Blanchard, Mrs. John 
Ferrell, Mrs. P. P. Kellogg, Miss Mary Knox, 
and Calista A. Wallis. Two bedspreads and a 
few mats, all good, comprised all the articles 
in that line. Wm. Merriam made a good show 
of leather, some of which, prepared with the 
hair on, was very nice. A double harrow by 
H. A. Rindge, a fanning mill, hay cutters, 
&c., were all that made up the show of agri¬ 
cultural implements. On the whole, the ex¬ 
hibition in the hall was a fair one, though not 
as large as we have before seen in the same 
place.

SECOND DAY—WEDNESDAY. 

The second day drew a better attendance of 
people than the first.

mares with colts by their side. Among the 
notable ones in pens was a 2 years old Ethan 
Allen colt, weighing 1000 lbs., and owned by ' 
Samuel F. Brown of Brimfield, and a beauti- J 
ful 3 years old Morgan, owned by Russell! 
Jencks of Belchertown. The spans owned by ' 
Mr. Stever, Wm. Fuller, and J. W. Weeks, of 
Palmer, made a fioe appearance on the track, 5 
as driving horses. The show of single driving ; 
horses did not appear so well.

THE ADDRESS. 

The address of Dr. Loring, of Salem, took 
place at 2 p. m., and was listened to by a re¬ 
spectable audience. His subject embraced a 
wide range of thought, and brought home to 
the farmers of Massachusetts the necessity of 
maintaining a high standard of agriculture. 
He went back to the earlier nations of the 
world and compared their agriculture with 
that of the present day, and also contrasted 
the agriculture of foreign nations with our 
own. Though commerce might fold its white 
wings in the present war; though art might 
languish and other pursuits fail, yet agricul 
ture should not be allowed to decline. He 
would haTe the sturdy sons of the soil put 
down this rebellion at whatever cost. If it 
were not done, oppression and distress await¬ 
ed the laboring man and small farmer. It was 
an able address, and was listened to with mark¬ 
ed attention. 

TROTTING. 

After the address came the trotting match¬ 
es. For the first were premiums of $30, $15, 
and $5. There were entered for these, “Ben. 
Butler,” by F. Morgan, “Belle Brandon,” by 
F; Dodge, and “Honey,” by E. B. Shaw. On 
the first heat, “Belle Brandon" came in ahead, 
but the judges gave it to “Honey” an account 
of an alleged violation of the rules. Belle 
then withdrew, and the two rext heats were 
won by “Ben. Butler.” Time, 2:55, 2:55, 2:59. 

For the second trot there were premiums of 
$20, $10, and $5. Wm. Fuller entered “Jim¬ 
my Smith,” S. Fuller, of Monson, “Jeff Da¬ 
vis,” W. W. Cross, Palmer, “Kitty Clyde.”— 
“Kitty” took the first premium in two straight 
heats in 3:1 and 3. The second purse was won 
by “Jeff,” leading the third for “Jimmy.”

A Man Killed iiy the Elephant Hanni¬ 
bal—The Monster Disarmed. —The notori¬ 
ous elephant “Hannibal,” belonging to Van 
Amburgh & Co.’s Menagerie, whose numerous 
exploits, when enraged, have furnished so 
many newspaper paragraphs, has, we learn, 
been shorn, as effectually us was Sampson, of 
his power for further mischief. A few weeks 
since, at Caldwell, in this State, he killed an 
unfortunate man who was partially deranged, 
and who, in the momentary absence of Han¬ 
nibal’s keeper, was foolish enough to irritate 
the huge beast, as he was standing upon the 
show lot, previous to his departure for the 
next town. No blame was attached to the 
keeper, as the act of the victim was as suici¬ 
dal as if he had thrown himself under the 
wheels of a locomotive; but, in order to pre¬ 
vent the mischief of any other accidents from 
the dangerous temper of the elephant, Mr. 
Van Amburgh had his enormous tu.-ks sawn 
off, a few inches from his jaw, thus reducing 
him to the position of a non-combatant in fu¬ 
ture. —Cincinnati Commercial. 

From the South. —A lady who has reached 
Philadelphia from Alabama says there is plen¬ 
ty of salt in that State, large quantities hav¬ 
ing been laid in previous to the war. A poor 
quality of coffee, such as was formerly given 
to the slaves, is plenty, as are the staple pro¬ 
visions, but medicine is exceedingly scarce, 
and much suffering is experienced in conse¬ 
quence. The rebel Government is putting up 
cotton mills all over the South, and is working 
cotton into cloths and clothing for the sol¬ 
diers. Business is lively and money plenty 
at Richmond, but all articles are enormously 
high. _ 

Skedaddled. —The Aroostook'Pionecr says 
that James McCleave, who has been doing a 
tanning and Bhoe-making business for some 
years in that village, recently skedaddled to 
the dominions of Victoria, with his whole 
stock of leather and hides, worth, it is said, 
two or three thousand dollars, leaving some 
of the citizens with paper of his in sums of 
from $1000 down, with nothing to respond. 

Diptheria. —This alarming disease, which 
has ravaged Maine and some of the eastern 
towns in this State, is now prevailing in Berk¬ 
shire county, and in other places in the west¬ 
ern part of the State, sweeping away, in some 
instances, whole families of children. The dis¬ 
ease commences by a pain in the throat, fol¬ 
lowed by .inflammation and rapid swelling. The 
patient is troubled for breath, and often de¬ 
lirious, and after from two to five days’ suf¬ 
fering, chokes to death. 

Swindles. —The soldiers of the Spanish ar¬ 
my are swindled by army contractors. It lias 
recently been discovered that the army bread 
is made of damaged flour, and contains car¬ 
bonate of lime, acetate of lead, sulphate of 
iron, and other hurtful substances. The con¬ 
tractors and some officers of the administra¬ 
tion are to be prosecuted. 

Accident to a Famous Horse. —The cele¬ 
brated horse Ethan Allen recently took fright 
at the cars near Niagara, and started off, with 
a sulky attached to him. The sulky was 
smashed against the cars, and the horse ran on 
to the bridge across Spring avenue, which not 
being planked, he fell through the stringers, 
bruising himself badly. 

A Terrible Affair. — A typhoon of un¬ 
precedented violence swept over Hong Kong, 
Macao, Canton, and Wampoa, <Tn Sunday, the 
27th of July, 1862, committing frightful rav¬ 
ages of property, and being the cause of the 
death of forty thousand people. The damage 
at Hong Kong was slight. 

Gen. Davis Not to Be Court Martialed. 
The Cincinnati papers say that Gen. Davis, 
who shot Gen. Nelsen, has been handed over 
to the civil authorities, and that the govern¬ 
ment will not interfere in the case at all.— 
Should he be discharged by the court, he will 
be retained in his command. 

Arabian Horses. —A railway train, loaded 
with one hundred splendid Arabian horses, ar¬ 
rived in Paris three weeks ago. They came 
from Algeria by way of Lyons, and are de¬ 
signed for a regiment of the Chasseurs of Na¬ 
poleon's Guard. 

Illness of Gen. Sigel. —The N. Y. Express 
says a private letter states that Gen. Sigel is 
not in good health, and that if he (the Gen.) 
“is not shortly released from active duty for a 
few weeks,” he will sink under the continued 
assaults of fever, exhaustion and professional 
annoyance. 

The Grog Rations. —It is stated that the 
crews of the vessels in Admiral Farragut's 
fleet are greatly dissatisfied because they can¬ 
not have the liquor ration,- and that the muil 
steamers smuggle it out to 6ell to the ofiicers | 
while poor Jack can’t have a smell of it. 

No More Lint Required.— Through the 
contributions of the people, in response to the 
appeal heretofore made, the Medical Depart¬ 
ment af Washington has been supplied with 
immense quantities of lint and dressing, and 
therefore no more are at present required. 

KF*The Secretary of the Treasury has tak¬ 
en the whole matter of the supply of the post¬ 
al currency upon himself, and it is said that 
the issue will shortly be a hundred thousand 
dollars a day, which is four times the present 
amount.
